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Hafod Care project seeks green light for work 

With the Theatre 
Royal demolition 
to be decided... 

IS THERE HOPE FOR 
RONDEL REJECTS?

HAFOD CARE 
hopes to reach an 
agreement with the 
Vale Council over 
demolition of the 
Theatre Royal with¬ 
in the next couple 
of weeks. 

The current building 
has stood in the town for 
just over 100 years, and 
replaced an earlier 
Theatre Royal stmcture. 

Hafod Care is to build 
42 Extra Care flats on the 
site and the managing 
director Robert Wathen, 
said: “We are currently in 
discussions with the Vale 
Council to confirm when 
demolition of the exist¬ 
ing building will take 
place and expect to be 
able to confirm a timing 
schedule within the next 
couple of weeks.” 

Mr Wathen empha¬ 
sised that the new facili¬ 
ties would be available to 
those living outside the 
development. 

“We are also finalising 
the finer details of the 
development to ensure it 


includes a range of facil¬ 
ities that can be used by 
the wider community as 
well as the residents 
themselves. 

“For example, we 
intend to include a day 
centre which can be used 
as a meeting place by 
local residents and com¬ 
munity groups. 

“There has already 
been significant demand 
for places at the Extra 
Care facility when it 
opens so we are looking 
forward to seeing the 
new building start to take 
shape over the coming 
months.” 

The fact that Hafod 
Care is making some of 
the facilities available for 
wider community use 
may give the self-styled 
‘Rondel Rejects’ hope. 

They are a group of 
elderly people who used 
to meet socially at 
Rondel House, but due to 
a reorganisation of elder¬ 
ly social care in Barry are 
meeting at the Master 
Mariner public house.

Reduced opening hours 
at minor injuries unit 


THE ‘minor 
injuries unit’ based 
at Barry Hospital, 
is currently open 
on a reduced hours 
basis for a tempo¬ 
rary period over 
the summer, due to 
staff sickness and 
maternity leave. 

The unit opens at 
8.30am and will run 
until 2pm from Monday 


to Friday - it had stayed 
open until 4.30pm. 

Cardiff and Vale 
UHB’s divisional direc¬ 
tor for primary, commu¬ 
nity and intermediate 
care. Dr Mark Smithies, 
said the change to open¬ 
ing hours was a short¬ 
term measure only. 

“The unit at Barry is 
a very busy service 
which deals with a 
range of patients, who 
generally have minor

ailments and injuries. 

“Our first priority is 
to provide a safe and 
high quality service for 
the people of Barry and 
the Vale more generally. 

“Unfortunately, our 
current staffing situation 
means that we need to 
reduce our opening 
hours for a temporary 
period over the summer 
to ensure that level of 
safety is maintained. 

“The revised closing 


time means that, after 
2pm, we will only see 
and treat patients who 
are already waiting. If 
people arrive after 2pm, 
they will be redirected 
to other services that 
may be able to help 
them; for example, their 
GP or local pharma¬ 
cist.” 

NHS managers say 
they are examining 
ways of taking forward 
the unit in the future.

‘There are better sites 
for Sainsbury’s store’ 


I FEEL compelled to 
respond to Mr 
Hartwell’s letter (The 
GEM July 14) in which he 
states he finds it ‘unbeliev¬ 
able’ that Sainsbury’s pro¬ 
posal to open a store in 
Park Crescent, Barry was 
turned down by the plan¬ 
ning committee. 

Let us start with his issue about 
the signing of petitions. People 
were invited to sign, there was no 
coercion, arms were not twisted, 
and threats were not made and if 
individuals do not have the 
courage of their conviction to 
actually stand up and refuse to 
sign a petition for fear of upset¬ 
ting local business people, that is 
their problem. 

Secondly, insinuating that the 
councillors on the planning com¬ 
mittee were only out to protect 
votes was an insult. 

Sainsbury’s brought revised 
plans to the table to be considered 
and after arguments from both 
sides, a helpful site visit for those 
who were not familiar with the 
area and much deliberation, the 
plans were turned down. 


I think those councillors 
involved should be praised not 
derided for listening to local resi¬ 
dents and standing up for their 
beliefs against a powerful and 
wealthy supermarket chain. 

The interesting thing here is 
that the five councillors who 
voted in favour of the proposal 
are not residents of Barry, but live 
in the rural Vale, which in itself 
speaks volumes doesn’t it? 

But the main point of this issue 
and the one that has been worry¬ 
ing most people that Mr Hartwell 
doesn’t even think deserves a 
mention, is safety. 

Whatever you may think, 
Romilly Primary School which is 
situated directly opposite the pro¬ 
posed site, plays a very active 
part in this area of the town. 

Park Crescent, as residents 
know, is always teeming with 
traffic and although Sainsbury’s 
plan to knock down Torque Tools 
and create a car park looks good 
on paper, in practical terms it is 
not so cut and dried. 

Children of all ages, some of 
which are unaccompanied would 
be walking to and from school 
across the mouth of the proposed 
car park. Plus, there was a plan 


for a small dedicated right hand 
turn for traffic approaching the 
store from the Jenner and 
Pontypridd Road direction that 
would cause yet more congestion 
at the newly installed Puffin 
crossing lights, which are already 
mistrusted by many parents. 

I don’t think anyone is totally 
against the idea of Sainsbury’s 
coming to Barry, but not opposite 
a large and busy school. 

There are plenty of alternative 
sites where Sainsbury’s could be 
an asset to the community and 
less of a risk to children; for 
instance, the old ski shop on 
Cardiff Road, or even as part of 
the proposed new development on 
the Waterfront. 

Greater choice and competition 
within the town is necessary and 
healthy, but at the Park Crescent 
site, which is it to be - selecting 
items from a well-stocked super¬ 
market shelf, or the protection of 
a vulnerable child’s life? 

The choice is yours.

Vale Council and 
defence of White 
Farm decision 


T he Vale 
Council’s 
planning 

committee deferred 
its reasons to reject 
the White Farm 
development 
because the argu¬ 
ments will be cru¬ 
cial in defending 
any appeal from 
the developer. 

It is essential that the 
formal reasons are 
robust, but I suspect it is 
going to be difficult for 
council officials to put 
them forward since they 
recommended accept¬ 
ance of the proposals. 

After listening to the 
committee debate, there 
seems to be two funda¬ 
mental themes raised. 

Firstly, the proposals 
conflict with the devel¬ 
opment plan and the 
factors to justify this 
departure from policy 
were not identified. 

The proposed area for 
housing development 
was 11,000 sq metres 
more than the plan; the 
area for open space was 
5,000 sq metres less, 
and the density of 
dwellings exceeded the 
development plan. 

The council official’s 
reasoning seemed to 
amount to the scheme 
being ‘acceptable in 


principle’ together with 
the frequent use of 
words in the report sug¬ 
gesting that the plan was 
indicative and approxi¬ 
mate. 

The second basic 
theme is public concern. 

This will be more dif¬ 
ficult to successfully 
argue because the whole 
planning process seems 
weighted against objec¬ 
tors. 

However, Welsh 
Government planning 
policy does say that the 
perceived fears of the 
public should be taken 
into account in deter¬ 
mining whether a devel¬ 
opment would affect the 
area and that those fears 
could be a good reason 
to refuse planning per¬ 
mission. 

The concerns of the 
public raised included 
over development, 
increased traffic, 
drainage and the pro¬ 
posed substantial earth¬ 
works to the open space. 

The council now 
needs the strongest case 
and representation to 
successfully defend the 
planning committee’s 
decision.

VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has wel¬ 
comed news of an 
expansion of mili¬ 
tary operations at 
St Athan - 
although details 
are shrouded in 
secrecy. 

The news came out 
as part of a review of 
defence spending con¬ 
ducted by Defence 
Secretary Liam Fox 
MP, and Mr Cairns was 
understandably keen to 
look on the bright side, 
because Mr Fox’s 
announcement effec¬ 
tively killed off any 
chance of the Defence 
Technical College ever 
arriving - even in a 
reduced form. 

Mr Fox indicated 
that RAF Lyneham in 
Wiltshire was now the 
preferred location for 
technical training. 

Exact details of what 
is planned for St Athan 
are vague, because of 
security issues, but it is 
understood that around 
1,000 posts are 
involved. 

Again, figures on 
how many would 
‘transfer in’ and how 
many would be created 
at St Athan are not 
available. 

It is thought that an 
existing Special Forces 
Support Group at the 
base will be expanded.

and perhaps similar 
units may be posted to 
St Athan. 

Mr Cairns described 
the expansion as an 
exciting development 
that “changes the 
direction of the base”. 

He said that in a pri¬ 
vate meeting, Liam 
Fox explained the 
details around the pro¬ 
posals that relate to the 
Special Forces Support 
Group based at the site. 

The Defence 
Secretary told Mr 
Cairns that the nature 
of the activities meant 
that only limited infor¬ 
mation could be shared 
publicly, although the 
outcome was very pos¬ 
itive for the communi¬ 
ty- 

Mr Cairns insisted: 
“There will be a signif¬ 
icant expansion on the 
site and it will become 
a centre of excellence 
for Special Forces 
Support.” 

Mr Cairns contin¬ 
ued: “It is unfortunate 
that the nature of 
Special Forces means 
that only limited infor¬ 
mation is made public. 

“As a result, I am 
delighted that the 
Secretary of State has 
agreed to come to 
speak to community 
leaders to explain in 
more detail the expan¬ 


sion of operations at 
the site.” 

Mr Cairns added, 

“St Athan will be seen 
in the same light as 
Hereford is to the SAS. 

It is reported that the 
Special Forces Support 
Group is a Special 
Operations unit of the 
British Armed Forces 
and is the newest addi¬ 
tion to the UK’s 
Special Forces. 

It works with the 
SAS and the SBS and 
could provide diver¬ 
sionary tactics or pro¬ 
tective cordons on 
operations. 

Mr Cairns contin¬ 
ued: “It is clear that the 
original plans for a sin¬ 
gle training college 
were simply unafford¬ 
able and the reduction 
in the Armed Forces 
could always question 
its long term viability. 

“There is an impor¬ 


tant, positive budgetary 
implication for St 
Athan, in that even 
within this financial 
climate the budget for 
Special Forces has 
been protected and 
even enhanced in some 
areas. 

“This is great news 
and I am aware of sig¬ 
nificant investment that 
has already taken place 
on the site. 

“Naturally, if anyone 
locally has any ques¬ 
tions about this, I hope 
they will get in touch.” 

The Vale Council 
Leader, Coun Gordon 
Kemp, told The GEM 
that he was encouraged 
that St Athan was 
expanding at a time 
when the MoD was 
making cutbacks. 

He said: “I look for¬ 
ward to meeting Liam 
Fox when he comes to 
the Vale to talk to local 
community leaders and 
give more details.” 


CCTV arrests

working under the 
umbrella of the Safer 
Vale Partnership, 
assisted with four 
arrests and one ASBO 
referral in Barry in the 
week ending July 1 7 . 

It contacted the 
police on 17 occasions.

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Adders in field 

at Rhoose spell 
‘a real danger’ 

- warns local pet lover 



A PET lover from 
Rhoose has issued 
an urgent warning 
to people in the Vale 
to beware of snakes 
in a local field after 
his dog was bitten 
and suffered days of 
pain. 

Michael Dowdall, of 
Fontygary Road, told 
The GEM that he likes to 
give his dogs Molly and 
Suzy a run in the field 
next to Fontygary 
Caravan Park, which 
people are drawn to 
because of the magnifi¬ 
cent views across the 
Bristol Channel. 

But on July 13, Molly 
was the victim of a snake 
attack. 

Michael explained: 
“On the Wednesday 
morning, I came through 
the field with the two 
dogs and reached the 
path. 

“Suddenly, Molly 
started struggling and her 
right back leg became 
paralysed.” 

Michael and the two 
dogs managed to get 
home, but he was aware 
that something serious 
had happened. 

“An examination of 
her belly and groin area 
showed redness and 
swelling.” 

He took Molly, a 14- 
month-old cocker 

spaniel, to Pethertons, 
the vets in Barry. 

“She was distressed 
and in pain, breathing 
quickly and crying a lot.” 

A treatment pro¬ 
gramme of fluids through 
the body, steroids, and 
anti-biotics was pre¬ 
scribed. No vet in Cardiff 
had anti-venom, and it 
was deemed unsafe to 
take Molly to Swansea, 
where the treatment was 


available, due to her per¬ 
ilous condition. 

She was looked after 
overnight at Valley Vets 
in Merthyr Road, 
Whitchurch, and put on 
an intravenous drip. 

“They shaved her leg 
and discovered two fang 
marks - earlier, only one 
had been found.” 

Gwynneth, Michael’s 
wife, feared the worst. 

“She fought and 
fought for her life. Her 
foot swelled up to twice 
its normal size.” 

But Molly battled 
through and although on 
Friday she was still 
bleeding, due to the 
puncture marks, there 
were signs of an 
improvement. 

Michael pointed out 
that although there were 
signs warning of snakes 
on coalboard land near 
Aberthaw Power Station, 


there were no signs in the 
fields next to the caravan 
park. 

“This is a well known 
dog walking area and I 
want people to be aware 
of the dangers. 

“I saw a chap with two 
children in the field. 
Obviously, he was obliv¬ 
ious to the risks. 

“I won’t be going 
there in the summer any¬ 
more. In the winter, it 
should be safe because 
the adders will be hiber¬ 
nating. 

“They tend to come 
out when it’s warm 
because they get energy 
from the sun. 

“At the very least. I’d 
tell people to stay to the 
paths worn in the field. 

“Our neighbour has 
since told us that the pre¬ 
vious owner of our house 
had a dog that was bitten 
and died by the time it

had made it back to the 
bridge.”

So far, the treatment 
for Molly has cost £800, 
but Michael and 
Gwynneth are huge dog 
lovers and were more 
than happy to pay the 
costs. In due course, they 
should be able to recoup 
the outlay because of an 
insurance policy they 
took out a number of 
years ago. 

Molly has how recov¬ 
ered, to the point where 
she is able to play tenta¬ 
tively with Suzy, her West 
Highland terrier com¬ 
panion, although she 
tends to hop around on 
three legs rather than run 
about on four!

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HOSPITAL PATIENT WENT 
‘BERSERK’ - COURT TOLD 


Nurses intimidated by 
‘psychotic’ behaviour 
which lasted an hour

A HOSPITAL 
patient who suf¬ 
fered a psychotic 
episode has been 
given a community 
order for 18 months 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Adam Evans (30) of 
Gian Ffornwg, 

Bridgend, had gone 
berserk in the Princess 


of Wales Hospital, terri¬ 
fying patients and staff, 
said prosecutor David 
Pugh. 

Evans, who was at the 
hospital as an in-patient 
for treatment to a facial 
injury, admitted a charge 
of affray. 

The community order 
involves a supervision 


order for 18 months, a 
mental health treatment 
requirement for a year, 
and a substance abuse 
programme. 

Judge Neil Bidder 
said that at the time a 
combination of cannabis 
and alcohol had affected 
Evans’ mental health. 

He said that if Evans’ 
condition was not dealt 
with, he would pose a 
potential danger. 

Mr Pugh said that on 
November 17 last year, 
Evans was a patient in 
the hospital and 
appeared to be behaving 
in a paranoid fashion. 

He said he had “X- 
Ray hearing” and could 
hear the staff talking 
about him. 

He became animated 
and nurses became 
intimidated. 

He shouted: “You 
make sure you tell the 
rest of the staff what I 
said. I want you to line 
them up.” 


Nurses began to keep 
their distance from 
Evans, who insisted he 
was not a bad person. 

Security staff tried to 
reason with him when he 
picked up a fire extin¬ 
guisher and said: “I am 
going to kill someone 
with this. I am going to 
hit someone over the 
head with it.” 

At that point he 
picked up a zimmer 
frame and broke it. 

Police arrived and he 
told them: “You are all 
out to get me” and he 
threatened officers with 
a heart rate monitor 
machine before being 
subdued. 

The incident, said Mr 
Pugh, lasted an hour. 

The judge said that 
what occurred was a 
psychotic episode. 

The court heard that 
Evans had convictions 
for causing actual bodily 
harm, possessing a blad- 
ed article, and assault 
and offences connected 
with drugs. 


Waiting lists 
for heroin 
treatment cut 

TREATMENT waiting lists for heroin 
users have been eradicated in the Vale 
thanks to a joint initiative from the Safer 
Vale Partnership and local substance mis¬ 
use agencies. 

The Opiate Prescribing Pilot Project was launched 
in May 2010 to tackle waiting times of up to 26 
weeks. 

“By offering rapid access to treatment and sup¬ 
port, Safer Vale hopes to reduce the impact of sub¬ 
stance misuse on the wider community,” a 
spokesperson explained.

Police point to improved 
figures on local crime 


THE latest Home Office crime 
figures show the streets of 
Bridgend and the Vale are 
staying safe, with a 6.4 per cent 
drop in crime across the 
region. 

Crime figures for the 12-month peri¬ 
od up to March 31, 2011 released by 
the Home Office last week, reveal 
there were 1,035 fewer victims of 
crime in Central Division compared to 
the previous year. 

A police spokesman said: “There 
have been notable reductions in key 
areas such as violent crime, car crime 
and burglary. 

“The biggest drop was in the num¬ 
ber of thefts of motor vehicles which 
fell by 21.9 per cent or 96 fewer thefts. 

“The number of robberies has sig¬ 
nificantly dropped by 15.2 per cent, 
resulting in seven less incidents, while 
criminal damage has also reduced by 
14.5 per cent with 560 fewer offences.” 

Superintendent Paul James of South 


Wales Police Central Division said: 
“Crime continues to fall across 
Bridgend and the Vale but this could 
not be achieved without the continued 
support of our communities. 

“They play a major part in helping 
us to drive down crime by providing 
vital information to the police and 
standing up to be counted to bring 
offenders to justice.” 

He added that the Vale and Bridgend 
County Borough Councils are essential 
partners and contributors to the contin¬ 
ued good news in Central Division. 

Supt James added: “The combined 
challenge for us is to maintain this per¬ 
formance but also to reassure the resi¬ 
dents of Bridgend and the Vale that 
they are living in safe communities.” 

He continued: “Police officers and 
staff predominantly live and work in 
their own communities and we are 
working with the local service boards 
to develop even closer levels of coop¬ 
eration and teamwork to maintain 
these improvements.”

With the richness of 
heritage of my con¬ 
stituency, a Bill to help 
us protect historic assets 
will be welcome.

A HANDYMAN who conned a 
highly vulnerable 86-year-old 
woman from Barry out of 
thousands of pounds, has been 
jailed for 16 months at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Jason Hicks (34) took part in “a 
confidence fraud” over a significant 
period of time, said Judge Christopher 
Fie wellyn-Jones. 

He told him: “Over a period of 
years, you were befriended by an eld¬ 
erly lady who, very obviously, was 
extremely vulnerable. 

“She befriended you and treated 
you as a grandson. Over a period of 
years, she loaned you money. 

“But despite that, you treated her 
despicably by stealing from her £8,290 
by telling her blatant lies. 

“It was repeated and repeated and I 
can’t think of behaviour more despica¬ 
ble to an old lady who befriended 
you.” 

Hicks, of Aberystwyth Street, 
Cardiff, admitted five charges of 
obtaining money by deception. 

Prosecutor Heath Edwards said: 
“This case involves the cynical 
exploitation of the trust of 86-year-old 
Marjorie Gumbley.” 

For 12 years, said Mr Edwards, she 
lived at Howard Court, Barry. Her 
health deteriorated and she became 
largely housebound. 

Seven years ago, Hicks befriended 
her. But on many occasions, he 


obtained loans on a fraudulent basis. 

Altogether, said Mr Edwards, Hicks 
obtained £8,290 dishonestly. To pay 
him, she even remortgaged the proper¬ 
ty and obtained bank overdrafts. 

Hicks obtained a £4,700 loan to pay 
solicitors’ fees for a divorce, but he 
never had a solicitor. 

A £500 loan was for patio work 
which was never completed. 

A £1,330 loan was for dental work 
which was never done, and a £970 
loan was to repay debts to his ex-wife, 
which did not exist. 

He also obtained £820 for court 
costs, which had been written off. 

Matters came to light when Mrs 
Gumbley’s daughter and bank manag¬ 
er became concerned about her finan¬ 
cial affairs. 

Two years ago, Hicks said he was 
going into the Welsh Guards, and con¬ 
tact ceased, but a year later, he 
returned to the scene. Mrs Gumbley’s 
daughter went to the police, and 
Hicks’ dishonesty was revealed. 

Mike Hammett, Hicks’ counsel, 
said: “Much of the money was legiti¬ 
mately obtained. He had been a handy¬ 
man for a significant time, which in 
some ways aggravates this breach of 
trust.” 

He said that Hicks didn’t victimise 
Mrs Gumbley, who had, previously 
been a victim of Eottery scams. 

Mr Hammett said Hicks was of 
good character and wanted to repay 
the money.

He said: “This is 
now a fantastic school 
and you are very lucky. 
But what really makes 
any school is not the 
building but its spirit - 
how we care for each 
other and look after 
each other, reaching out

Headteacher Richard 
Ware paid tribute to the

He said: “Our school 
motto sums it up - As 
many hands build a 
house, so many hearts 
make a school '.

“There is no doubt 
that it has had an impact 
on the quality of teach¬ 
ing, raising our stan¬ 
dards even higher.

E arlier 

this week, I 
received a 
call from the 
Secretary of State 
for Defence, Liam 
Fox.

As a result, I 
asked the Secretary 
of State if he would 
agree to meet the 
community leaders 
to explain the plans, 
naturally within 
parameters, to 
which he readily 
agreed.

The financial cli¬ 
mate means that 
many RAF and 
Army bases are to 
be closed around the 
country.

VALE MP Alun 
Cairns met Mr Ron 
Curnow, a member 
of the East Vale 
Residents Company 
to celebrate their 
success in securing 
the transfer of the 
private sewer and 
lateral drains that 
serves homeowners 
in the area, to the 
control of Welsh 
Water. 

Residents have been 
trying to tackle the con¬ 
trol of this issue for sev¬ 
eral years, and the Vale 
MP has worked with Mr 
Curnow and residents for 
some time in their bid to 
transfer the responsibility 
of their water supply 
from a private company 
and the MoD to Welsh 
Water, which should 
reduce costs for all. 

The East Vale 
Residents Company has 
now received confirma¬ 
tion that Welsh Water 
will become responsible 
for the sewerage and lat¬ 
eral drains for residents 


of the estate in St Athan 
from October 1. 

Mr Cairns said: “I was 
delighted to hear from 
Ron Curnow that, at long 
last, the issue and signifi¬ 
cant costs of the sewer¬ 
age removal for all the 
residents on East Vale 
estate will now be 
resolved. 

“Welsh Water will 
now be able to ensure 
that each property can be 
billed individually for 
their waste water servic¬ 
es.” 

He continued: “I know 
that the residents are also 
keen to be able to receive 
their water supply direct¬ 
ly from Welsh Water, 
rather than through the 
base dependency service 
through the MoD. 

“I shall be putting 
pressure on both the 
MoD and the Welsh 
Government to hold to 
their previous commit¬ 
ment of helping to fund 
the mains requisition - 
which has been estimated 
by Welsh Water at a cost 
of £226,000,” Mr Cairns 
vowed. 


Beach plans are 
revealed by club 


PENYBONTSurf 
Life Saving Club 
has unveiled ambi¬ 
tious plans to devel¬ 
op community facili¬ 
ties at Ogmore-by- 
Sea. 

The club feels that the 
plan could ‘kill two 
birds with one stone ’ 
because it has long been 
an issue in the village 
that there is no commu¬ 
nity hall. 

Nev White, the treas¬ 
urer of the club, told The 
GEM that if the plans 
came to fruition, a 
much-needed lifeguard 
club building could 
include a meeting room 
where local groups, and 
voluntary organisations 
could meet. 

The club is also aim¬ 
ing to improve access to 
the beach by building a 
new slipway to it, and 
plans are very well 
advanced on this part of 
the project. 

Mr White said that 
the majority of the fund¬ 
ing for the slipway had 
already been secured, 
and the club is submit¬ 
ting an application to 
the Big Lottery fund for 
the cash to build a new 


Lifeguard Centre. 

Nev White said: “The 
innovative building will 
sit discreetly at the 
beach and provide a 
comfortable and sustain¬ 
able environment for 
people to enjoy all year 
round. 

“We want the building 
to contribute to the 
Heritage Coast in a pos¬ 
itive way, both aestheti¬ 
cally and functionally. 
Our aim is to see the 
centre benefit club mem¬ 
bers and local residents 
alike. ” 

The club has started a 
consultation period, 
talking to local residents 
and also the Vale 
Council. Last Saturday 
(July 16) they opened 
the doors of the existing 
clubhouse to show the 
drafi plans of the build¬ 
ing. 

Geoff Gaen , of the 
local council, said: “ I 
was pleased to see so 
many people from the 
village attend and have 
a look at what the life¬ 
guard club is planning. ” 

If successful with the 
Lottery grant, the life¬ 
guard club hopes to start 
work on the new build¬ 
ing next year.

MEN WHO FOUGHT 
AT MAMETZ WOOD 

Dr Jonathan Hicks tells the story of the local men who took part 
in the Battle of the Somme 95 years ago this week 


THE attack of the 38th 
Welsh Division on the 
German positions in 
Mametz Wood in July 
1916, the second week of 
the Battle of the Somme, 
would cost it some 4,000 
casualties, and also led to 
an attack on the honour of 
the division. 

One of the more unusual divi¬ 
sional memorials on the Western 
Front is that to the 38th (Welsh) 
Division at Mametz Wood. 

It was placed there by the 
South Wales branch of the 
Western Front Association in 
1986 and takes the form of a red 
dragon clutching a piece of 
barbed wire. 

Following the early fighting on 
the Somme, the British Army had 
pressed the German Army back 
beyond the villages of Mametz 
and Fricourt and by the end of 
the first week of the battle they 
were facing them across the shal¬ 
low valley to the south of 
Mametz Wood. 

The 38th (Welsh) Division 
formed part of the XV Coips and 
by July 5 they had moved into 
trenches from Bottom Wood to 
the edge of Caterpillar Wood and 
from there they could see the task 
that faced them. 

Mametz Wood was, and still 
is, the largest wood on the 
Somme, covering an area of more 
than 200 acres with a maximum 
length of about a mile. 

It is situated on a low spur of 
the Bazentin Ridge and over¬ 
looked the valley separating the 
two forces in the early days of 
July 1916. 

Amongst the German units 
facing the Welshmen was the 
Lehr Regiment of the Prussian 
Guard. 

Prior to the attack, it rained 
and movement became very diffi¬ 
cult in the resulting mud. The 
attack was planned for 8.30 on 
the morning of July 7 and the 
38th Division went into the 
attack, even though the planned 
smoke screen did not appear. 

The 11th SWB and 16th Welsh 
rose to their task as soon as the 
artillery stopped and immediately 
came under fire from the German 
machine guns in Flatiron and 
Sabot Copses. 

Casualties mounted and the 
attack petered out some 250 
yards short of the wood. 

By 10 o’clock that morning 
the situation deteriorated as the 
Germans increased shell and 
machine gun fire across the 
approaches to the wood. 

Hundreds of Welshmen were 
killed before they even reached 
the wood. 

The attack on the 
Hammerhead at Mametz Wood 
claimed the lives of several men 
from Barry. 

CORPORAL EDGAR 
JAMES GILBERT of the 16th 
Welsh (Cardiff City) was killed 
in action on July 7. He was 24 
years of age and before joining 
the army he was a cutter at W. J. 
Windsor’s ‘outfitting establish¬ 
ment’ . 

His friend Lance Corporal G. 
Jenkins of the same battalion, 
wrote a letter to Gilbert’s parents 
on July 17: “It is with bitterest 
regret that I have to inform you 
of the death in action of your son 
Edgar. As you are aware by the 
papers, active operations have 
taken place this month, and our 
battalion took its share in the 
brilliant and successful assault 
on July 7, resulting in the capture 
of a now notorious position. 

“It was during this action that 
Edgar fell, whilst a determined 


rush was being made. Believe me, 
I hardly know how to express my 
feelings of sorrow and sympathy, 
but I can at least say that mere 
words fall short of just expres¬ 
sion. ’ 

PRIVATE CHARLES 
BRECKENRIDGE of the 
Cardiff City Battalion was also 
killed during the attack. 

He had been a postman in 
Barry and was killed when the 
battalion was swept with machine 
gun fire from the Hammerhead 
and Flatiron and Sabot copses on 
their right, causing 283 casual¬ 
ties. 

Another local postman was 
killed on that day - CORPORAL 
SYDNEY CHARLES 
HAMBLETON of the same bat¬ 
talion. 

His brother. Corporal Philip 
Hambleton, had died at Malta on 
December 7, 1915. Another 
brother. Corporal Frederick 
Hambleton, served in France with 
the Welsh Guards and survived 
the war. 

Sydney Hambleton left a wife 
and a daughter to mourn his loss. 
The commanding officer of his D 
Company wrote to Sydney’s wife 
that he had been in the front line 
of the attack on Mametz Wood 
and the platoon was practically 
wiped out. 

The officer wrote: “But the 
men followed me gallantly and it 
was cruel to see them fall before 
a hail of bullets. He was a fine 
soldier and of great assistance. ” 

He and Breckenridge are com¬ 
memorated on the Barry Post 
Office Memorial. 

SERGEANT DAVID 
THOMAS, 16th Bn. Welsh 
Regiment, was also killed on July 
7. He was 26 years of age and 
before enlisting had been 
employed at the offices of the 
Barry Railway Company. 

He was a well-known local 
footballer, playing as a forward 
for Penarth, Aberavon and 
Liverpool. He left a widow and 
one child. 

MAJOR JAMES ANGUS of 
the 16th Welsh, also from Barry, 
personally directed every attempt 
to get forward “showing a fine 
example of leadership and disre¬ 
gard of danger by constantly 
exposing himself to fire.” 

Angus was to die later in the 
war, drowning in a river in 
September 1917 when struck by 
cramp or a seizure whilst 
bathing. 

JOHN COLLINS served with 
the 16th Battalion and wrote later 
of his experiences: 

“At Mametz Wood I was 
wounded in my elbow. We had 
taken a trench. My Captain sent 
me with a message over to the 
Woods. I delivered the message, 
never got back. I went into a big 
shell hole. It was dark when I got 
out. They bandaged my arm and I 
had to find my own way back. 
Soon found my way down to 
Boulogne and off to England. ” 

Three days later, the Division 
attacked again. Once more, they 
came under fire from the machine 
guns placed in the wood. 

They suffered heavy casualties 
and were beaten back on two 
occasions but a third attempt was 
made and they managed to get a 
foothold in the wood. 

And at 6.30pm that day the 
division had reached to within 30 
yards of the northern edge of the 
wood and the German troops 
were forced to withdraw. 

The bulk of the wood was in 
the Welshmen’s hands. The day’s 
fighting ended there but it left the 
men tired and jumpy and 
throughout the night there was 
much wild firing. 

JAMES BOLT of the 14th 


Welsh Regiment, was one of hun¬ 
dreds of soldiers who again 
attacked the Germans in Mametz 
Wood on the morning of July 10. 

At 4.05am, they left their 
trenches and walked forward. A 
survivor described what hap¬ 
pened next: 

“Machine gun and rifle fire 
was trained on us. Words fail me 
to adequately describe this stage 
of the attack. Many of the shells 
hit the trees above us, detonated 
and caused more casualties. ” 

James Bolt was one of the 388 
casualties sustained by the battal¬ 
ion that day. 

PRIVATE WILLIAM JOHN 
EOX, 13th Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, was also killed in 
action on July 10. His platoon 
commander wrote: 

“He had been in my platoon 
since the commencement of his 
military career; therefore I can 
speak of him as a soldier and a 
friend. He was a true soldier and 
a brave lad. Never before had he 
shown such coolness and bravery 
as in his last action. ” 

PRIVATE GEORGE REES 
PROTHEROE of the 13th 
Welsh, died of wounds while 
being conveyed to the dressing 
station from the battlefield. He 
had joined the army 18 months 
previously and arrived in France 
in December 1915. 

Corporal WJ Evans of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps 
wrote home to Protheroe’s wife 
stating that Protheroe, who was 
suffering from wounds to his face 
and side, had died in his arms as 
he approached the dressing sta¬ 
tion. Protheroe had written home 
the night before he went bomb 
throwing saying: “If I get wound¬ 
ed, tell them I died doing my 
duty for King and country.” 

Mr and Mrs Sherlock of Barry 
Island received word that their 
eldest son, 20-year-old Private 
Frank Sherlock of the 10th Welsh 
Regiment, had been killed in 
action on July 11. 

A comrade. Corporal S. A. 
White, had written home to 
express his sympathy. However, a 
week later the parents received a 
postcard from their son, dated 
July 18, informing them that he 
was in fact a prisoner of war at 
Dulmen in Westphalia in 
Germany. 

He wrote asking for a parcel of 
food. Needless to say, according 
to Mr Sherlock, his wife made 
the journey from the Island to the 
Town Post Office “in about three 
steps” to despatch the parcel to 
her son. 

As dawn broke on July 12, the 
units of the 62nd Brigade entered 
the wood to relieve the tired 
troops of the 38th Welsh Division 
and in no time at all they had 
moved through the wood. 

The fighting for Mametz Wood 
was over. It had cost the 38th 
(Welsh) division 4,000 casualties 
- about a third of the infantry 
strength. 

The Division was relieved to a 
quiet part of the line, for in spite 
of the effort that had been 
expended in the capture of the 
Wood, it was to get no credit for 
the work. 

Another year was to pass 
before they were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to show their worth and at 
Pilekem Ridge near Ypres, their 
honour was restored but not 
before many more men of the 
Division had fallen.

As cinema’s biggest franchise comes to an end... 

Potter’s final outing drips with 
magic, but not enough depth 


A ll good 

things must 
come to an 
end, whether it is 
Shane Williams’ 
international 
career, Cheryl 
Cole’s tenure on 
American X Factor 
or Ryan Giggs’ rep¬ 
utation as a family 
man. 

However, the hole 
left by Harry Potter on 
the cinematic landscape 
will certainly be a 
prominent one. Seven 
films with a global box 
office of $4.5billion is 
certainly nothing to be 
sniffed at, and the final 
part of the story seems 
certain to add to that. 

Part two of the final 
book. The Deathly 
Hallows, picks up where 
part one left off, with 
Harry (Daniel 
Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert 
Grint) and Hermione 
(Emma Watson) heading 
back to Hogwarts in 
order to try and thwart 


Voldermort’s (Ralph 
Fiennes) plans to bring a 
dark shadow across the 
world. 

As the stakes are 
raised like never before, 
will the three friends, 
and other members of 
Hogwarts, be able to 
stop the evil Voldermort 
once and for all... 

Ten years on from its 
auspicious debut, and 
the Harry Potter fran¬ 
chise has never show 
any signs of slowing 
down. With all eyes 
fixed on the final out¬ 
ing, the biggest question 
was whether or not the 
film would manage to 
go out with a bang 
rather than a whimper? 

The answer is a little 
bit of both...as while 
The Deathly Hallows: 
Part 2 is a fitting end to 
the biggest film series of 
all time, it also suffers 
from similar foibles to 
its predecessors. 

With David Yates on 
his fourth outing as 
director, there is a pleas¬ 
ing sense of urgency

about the film, the 
director obviously rel¬ 
ishing the opportunity to 
close the series in the 
right way possible. 

From the opening set- 
piece (a raid on 
Gringots bank) Yates 
executes the spectacle 
with flair and precision, 
delivering some won¬ 
derful action moments. 

When the films shifts 
into the siege at 
Hogwarts, as 
Voldermort and his 


army do battle with 
Harry and his makeshift 
group of students and 
parents, there is more 
than a hint of the 
grandiose action that 
Peter Jackson offered in 
the Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, Yates using the 
scope to full effect. 

The cast also bring 
their best for last, with 
Daniel Radcliffe giving 
Harry a little more depth 
this time around as the 
magnitude of events 
take hold, while Emma 
Watson and Rupert 
Grint are as bookishly 
likeable and amusing as 
they have always been. 

While some of the 
adult cast are reduced to 
being high-profile extras 
(Jim Broadbent, Julie 
Walters, Mark 
Williams), the likes of 
Maggie Smith and 
Ralph Fiennes deliver 
the goods, while Alan 
Rickman stands out as 
we learn the back story 
of Snape and the rea¬ 
sons for his actions. 

As ever, Steve Kloves 
adapts the book well, 
the story moving with 
verve, but as is always 
the case, there is plenty 
that goes unexplained or 
passed over, lessening 
the dramatic effect. 

While this film, more 
than any of the others, 
raises the stakes with 


the possibility of most 
of the cast being offed, 
any drama from these 
moments is reduced by 
all too often glossing 
over what has happened. 

There are several 
deaths that will resonate 
with the audience, but 
Kloves’ screenplay is 
too busy to linger on the 
ramifications of them, 
instead moving on a lit¬ 
tle too swiftly, the cli¬ 
max in particular feeling 
terribly flat. 

While it isn’t the 
finest of the series (that 
honour going to ... 
Prisoner ofAzkaban), 

... The Deathly 
Hallows: Part 2 is still a 
grandiose and fitting 
way to end the films, 
and will no doubt please 
the hordes of fans 
savouring their final 
slice of the boy wizard. 

VERDICT - So long 
to Harry Potter, but it is 
a goodbye that will 
more than satisfy the 
muggles. The usual 
book-to-screen issues 
aside, the strong direc¬ 
tion of David Yates and 
pleasing turns across the 
board mean that ... The 
Deathly Hallows: Part 2 
is a fitting farewell. 
Recommended.

PUPILS and staff 
at Ysgol Gymraeg 
Sant Curig trav¬ 
elled back in time 
recently, back to 
1911 to celebrate 
the 100th birthday 
of the building, 
where a full day of 
events was organ¬ 
ised by history 
coordinator Miss 
Nia Davies. 

The school opened its 
doors to former pupils 
from past decades. It 
had formerly been 
known as Barry County 
Intermediate School, 
Barry Girls Grammar 
School and Brynhafren 
Lower School and sever¬ 
al former pupils came to 
the school to see the dis¬ 
play in the school hall. 

Here, Miss Davies 
had placed memorabilia, 
photos and stories from 
years gone by. The 
school also provided tea, 
coffee and biscuits. 

Mrs Jane McCarthy, a 
former pupil said: “It 
has been lovely to come 
back for the day. There 
are lots of memories in 
this wonderful build¬ 
ing.” 

The former pupils 
were also given the 
opportunity to wander 
around the school to see 
old classrooms and 
relive old memories.

day. Parents supported 
the occasion by dressing 
the children appropriate¬ 
ly and providing their 
children with a packed 
lunch from the era, 
which included bread, 
ham, cheese, fruit cake 
and home made lemon¬ 
ade. 

The school canteen 
also joined in by provid¬ 
ing the children with 
sandwiches and cawl. 

In the afternoon, chil¬ 
dren were split accord¬ 
ing to gender and age. 

Boys in the junior 
department worked on 
their artwork. The upper 
junior girls were devel¬ 
oping their cooking 
sMlls in order to help 
out in the home. 

The lower junior girls 
were provided with par¬ 
enting skills and taught 
how to look after babies. 

At the end of the day, 
every child wearing the 
Welsh not had to visit 
the headteacher’s office, 
which I’m sure was not 
a pleasurable experi¬ 
ence! 

Mrs Sian Owen, the 
headteacher, said: “I’m 
thrilled at how well 
today went. It was 
absolutely amazing and 
all the staff and children 
played their part to make 
this day a day to remem¬ 
ber. I’m not sure how 
many children would 
like to go back to 1911 
permanently though!”

Joe Osborne, who 
attends All Saints 
Primary School, made 
the catch on only his 
fourth fishing trip with 
dad Tom, a member of 
Glamorgan Anglers 
Club. 

He told The GEM: 
“My dad Tom and I 
went fishing on July 10 
at Lake Carol by Dow 
Corning - the old dock 
pond in Barry. 

“While my dad was 
setting up his gear, a 
kind, older man offered 
to set me up to catch 
‘some big fish’. I’d only 
caught small fish before! 

“He gave me some 


traditional tips and 
advice while my dad had 
a break. 

“The man then asked 
me to look after his rod 
while he took a stroll 
around the lake.” 

No sooner had the 
man left, than Joe struck 
lucky by hooking the 
fish. 

“I fought the fish on 
my own for about 15 
minutes and then needed 
help to land it onto the 
bank. 

“It was a common 
carp weighing in at 
around 8-91bs - 
although I was told the 
scales weren’t accurate 
so it’s difficult to be cer¬ 
tain. 

“After the fish was 
weighed we put it back 
in the water.”

Importance of returning 
Homes4U questionaire 


THE Vale Council is 
to add clarification to 
its advertisements 
after a GEM reader 
pointed out that peo¬ 
ple might be con¬ 
fused about the pre¬ 
cise involvement of 
Homes4U in council 
housing matters. 

The issue came to light 
when Homes4U issued a 
customer satisfaction 
questionaire in late June 
which warned: “If you do 
not return the form to us by 
this time (ie. within four 
weeks) we will assume 
you no longer wish to be 
considered for rehousing.” 

The survey sought 


information from people 
who wanted to be 
rehoused as to their opin¬ 
ions of how the Homes4U 
scheme was working. 

A GEM reader pointed 
out that because the domi¬ 
nant logo on the question¬ 
aire was Homes4U, people 
might think it was junk 
mail and bin it, not realis¬ 
ing they could be taken off 
the Vale’s housing list! 

Mike Ingram, the opera¬ 
tional manager for public 
housing services at the 
Vale Council, said: “The 
council routinely screens 
its applicant list and we 
have used this process for 
a number of years. 

“The questionnaire is 
attached to a formal letter 


from the partnership 
explaining the importance 
and process. 

“This has not been an 
issue in previous years and 
we have had very few 
appeals against removal 
citing this reason.” 

Mr Ingram explained: 
“The Homes4U scheme is 
a partnership of social 
landlords administered 
through the council and 
the logo is designed to 
reflect this. 

“However, I have sug¬ 
gested that we add a line or 
two of explanation to our 
normal fortnightly 

Homes4U advertisement.” 

The survey forms 
should be returned by the 
end of this month.

sion, the happy couple 
had spent weeks 
rehearsing the final 
dance scene from the 
film Dirty Dancing, and 
the video was posted on 
line and became an 
internet sensation. 

There has been a last¬ 
ing spin-off, as Sir 
Brooke Boothby of 
Fonmon Castle 
explained. He said: 
“That video is now 
approaching nine mil¬ 
lion hits, which is 
amazing.

Vale relationship 
with the Services 




MILITARY person¬ 
nel from MoD St 
Athan and their 
families were 
among the guests 
invited to witness 
the signing of the 
first Armed Forces 
Covenant in Wales. 

The Vale of 
Glamorgan is a strong¬ 
hold for military person¬ 
nel, past, present and 
future and it also boasts 
a large reservist unit at 
HMS Cambria, as well 
as numerous Cadet 
Forces for each of the 
Services. 

So it was no surprise 
that the Vale Council 
was keen to show their 
commitment and support 
to the Service communi¬ 
ty by being the first 
Local Authority in Wales 
to sign the covenant. 

The covenant is an 
agreement between the 
Armed Forces communi¬ 
ty, the government and 
the nation. Its purpose is 
to ensure that veterans 
and current personnel 
and their families have 
access to the services 
and support they need 
both during and after 
active service. 

It is something that 
the council has support¬ 
ed and its Welfare 
Pathways, a scheme to 


assist military personnel 
with information in the 
community, was keenly 
supported by both the 
provider and end-user 
alike.

Penarth & District Ramblers 
treading a well-worn path... 


ON a fine morning, nine 
walkers joined Nick just 
north-east of Abergavenny, 
and close to their intended 
first target Ysgyryd Fawr, 
from the Welsh for‘shat¬ 
tered^ - which describes the 
distinctive shape of the hill. 

Almost immediately, they 
began to climb through Caer 
Wood before reaching the ridge- 
way where a short refreshment 
break was taken near the trig 
point standing at 486 metres, to 
drink in stunning views of 
Abergavenny, Blorenge, and 
Sugar Loaf Mountain and the 
panoramic Monmouthshire coun¬ 
tryside. 

The group entered sheep-filled 
fields at The Arwallt and cross¬ 
ing the Full Brook joined part of 
Offa’s Dyke path. 

By now, temperatures were 


beginning to soar and reaching 
Gaggle Street with its well kept 
allotment garden, they began to 
climb gradually, crossing the 
River Trothy and glad of the 
slight breeze as they got higher 
to reach White Castle to have a 
break for water to cool down, 
and some Welsh cakes! 

Castell Gwyn or White Castle 
stands on a hill and was built as 
one of the trilateral castles to 
guard the Monnow Valley which 
was an important route from 
Hereford to south Wales, the 
other castles being Grosmont and 
Skenfrith. 

Its history dates back to 
around 1075 and all three castles 
saw action during the rebellion 
by the very famous name in 
Welsh history, Owain Glyndwr, 
but by 1538, all three castles 
were abandoned and fell into 
ruins and in 1922 White Castle 


was handed over to the state and 
is now maintained by CADW. 

A series of minor roads tracks 
and fields led them back to the 
B4521 where they passed the 
famous Walnut Tree Inn, a well 
renowned restaurant since the 
1960s, but which is closed on a 
Sunday! 

Turning off the main road, 
they deviated through the small 
hamlet of Brynygwenin to climb 
a fairly steep hill before joining 
the Beacons Way and following a 
minor path between houses, 
where an overgrown path led 
them into fields for the short 
journey back to their start point.

SCHOOL’S LESSONS IN 
MULTI-LANGUAGE SKILLS 


SIXTEEN Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive pupils 
earned a place on a tour of 
Cardiff Airport in July, as 
part of an ongoing project 
between the airport and the 
Barry school. 

It was part of a scheme called 
‘Business Language Champions’ 
established by CILT Cymru 
,which aims to encourage pupils to 
study modern foreign languages at 
GCSE level and above. It was set 
up in response to the decline in the 
availability and level of language 
skills in the UK. 

Airport representatives visited 
the school to discuss the benefits 
of speaking different languages in 


the aviation industry, and a lan¬ 
guages survey was undertaken by 
staff at the airport asking what lan¬ 
guages they spoke and if it was 
beneficial to speak other lan¬ 
guages in the workplace. 

The pupils were then tasked to 
analyse the surveys and present 
their findings to airport represen¬ 
tatives and their classmates, and to 
give a language lesson teaching 
useful French and Spanish phrases 
which could be used by customer 
facing staff in everyday airport 
life. 

The winning groups, chosen by 
the airport, were taken on a tour 
which included a visit to the air 
traffic control tower, a demonstra¬ 
tion of check-in procedures, a visit 


to the fire station, a talk by the 
security team and an insight in to 
delivering customer services at the 
airport. 

Winning pupil Bethan Gould 
from Bryn Hafren said of her visit: 
“I really enjoyed the day at the air¬ 
port because it was really interest¬ 
ing to see all the different jobs 
available. I now know that lan¬ 
guages are very useful to have 
when applying for jobs and overall 
the trip was a good experience.” 

Chloe Davies, who also won a 
place on the visit added: “Going 
on this trip made me realise how 
important it is to learn languages 
and all the jobs you could get by 
knowing different languages. I am 
glad I had the chance to go!”
